Charging the management and conductor of the Sacramento 
Symphony with "playing fast and loose with protocol and contract 
agreements,” two CSUS music professors have resigned from their 
positions in the orchestra 


Part - time professor Noel Smeiser, principai trumpet for the or- 
chestra over the past 20 years, resigned early last week after learning 
of conductor Carter Nicc's intention to fire him, while Professor Wally 
Rushkin, principal cellist, stepped down just prior to Smelser because 
the job and “political mess’ at the orchestra was becoming too 
stressful 

During an intermission of an April 25 Sacramento Ballet per- 
formance, Nice called a meeting with five principal players to vote 
deciding whether or not to fire Smelser 

Shortly after intermission, when Smelser learned of the 4-1 vote 
against his job, he walked out on the performance. ‘It was the first time

Since the resignation of Smelser, at least five people have left the 
symphony because of dissatisfaction with orchestra management 
Resigned are Jeffrey Peterson, principal trombone for two years at 
the symphony, Robert Sonner, second percussionist; Jeanette Ba- 
jorek, violinist, John Yesser, trumpet player; and Allen Hefr, first horn 
who cited the needs of his private business as his reason for leaving 

Peterson, one of the five principals called into the meeting to vote 
on Smelser's position, said he was the single vote in favor of the

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CSUS academic reorganization Proposal goes public 


Proposal cites need to 
link health courses

There is an “overriding univer 
sity need” to coordinate health - 
realted disciplines despite strong 
Opposition by the faculty and 
students of those disciplines, ac 
cording to Vice President of 
Academic Affairs Sandra 
Barkdull’s re organization 
proposal 

“There is strong sentiment 
among the faculty of social work 
and nursing to retain their present 





Barkduil outlined two specific 
proposals to meet those goals The 
first is the creation of a School of 
Health and Human Services with a 
supporting divisional structure of 
the Division of Criminal Justice 
Division of Health and Physical 
Education, Division of Nursing and 
Division of Social Work 
According to. Barkdull 
although the orientation of 
Criminal Justice and Social Work 
programs are diverse, both have 
similar cnentele, interests and in 
many cases utilize the same com-

theless, there is ‘an overriding

According to Barkdull’s plan 
basic science courses in the Arts 


and Sciences Schoo! including 
Aursing, social work, physical - 
education, health and safety, 


education and recreation and park 
administration all offer courses 
dealing with health and its related 
social and economic issues 

Barkdull added that “an ad- 
ministrative mechanism is neces- 
sary for coordinating these various 
programs, for addressing 
programmatic needs and for deter- 
mining effective ways to meet 
those needs.”

Program autonomy 
stressed by students

Environmental Studies faculty 
and students have joined the 
protest opposing re - organization 
of the university 

The re organization pian 
proposed by Vice President of 
Academic Affairs Sandra Barkduil 
calls for the merging of geography 
and SHVironMental Studies “which 
possess environmental planning 
objectives in common,” the plan 
said 

An April letter of protest at- 
tached to petitions opposing there 
- Organization which was 
presented to Barkdull stated, We 
feel that in order for the academic 
excellence of the Environmental 
Studies Center to continue, it must 
retain its autonomy as a program 
Any attempts to merge it with 
another department or to change 
present office locations would 
ultimately result in destruction of 
the program. The 
vironmental studies program not 


current en 


only benefits a great number of 
students, but it is essential to a 
number of community 
organizations as well 

In a recent memo to Barkdull 
Director of Environmental Studies 
Angus Wright said, “After lengthy 
and detailed consideration, the en 
vironmental studies faculty and 
student organization maintain the 
position that it is not in the 
interests of the university nerthe 
environmental studies program to 
effect merger between the En- 
vironmental Studies Center and 
any other campus program 

According to Wright, the 
merger “could not possibly” save 
more than about $3,000 in clerical 
help and no more than three units 
of administrative time. Minor 
savings in space could be affected 
Wright said, but only by occupying 
more “high value space.” 

On the other hand,” Wright 
continued all of the factors 
essential to faculty morale listed 
above will be put at risk. We are

The money will go directly into 
an Atlanta Fund for psychiatric 
help for children in the surviving

Greg Nichols op- 
posed the donation. "| think that by 
allocating funds (to Atlanta) that 
AS! is setting a precedent to itself 
if we do this for one group then 
what justification are we going to 
have in denying a similiar request 
for another group,” Nichols asked 

Business Sen Joe Alcala, who 
opposed the proposal last week 





because it did not meet the needs 
of CSUS students, was very sup 
portive of the measure in Tues 
day's meeting. “We are dealing

Italian students protest; want special major program

Claiming they are “victims of 
a power struggle’ between the 
administration and Italian 
professors, CSUS italian 
Studies students protested the 
re - organization ot the univer- 
sity and requested that the ad- 
ministration approve the ex- 


istence of special major 
programs for the Italian 
Department 


Shouting in both Italian and 
English “Students fight for their 
future, Barkdull fights to protect 
her power,” Italian students 
marched to the Administration 
Building Thursday and met with 


Dean of Students Tim 
Comstock 
In the meeting, Italian 


Studies undergraduate Sophie 
Davis described previous 
meetings with Vice President of 
Academic Affairs Sandra 
Barkdull, Dean of Academic Af- 
fairs Robert Arelianes and As- 
sociate Vice President June 
Stuckey in which the students 
requested recognition for 
special majors in their program 


“We were told it (special ma- 
jors program) has never existed 
(within that department) 
therefore, it never will,” Davis 
told Comstock. “We were also 
told all petitions would be 
thrown out without being 
reviewed,” Davis said 

David pointed to the fact that 
at least seven students who filed 
as single majors have 
graduated under the special 
major program and are curren- 
tly employed in professions 
directly relating to their 
degrees, as exampies that the 
special major program does 
serve the students 

“Basically what we want is 
recognition (of special majors) 
ir, this catalog. We don't see 
what the conflict is,” Davis said 

According to Davis, the re- 
quest for a special major 
program has “total faculty bac- 
king . but they haven't been 
able to get the go ahead from 
administration.” 

In a memo dated May 1 to 
Chairman of the Curriculum 
Committee Richard Fish, 
Protessor of French and italian 


Rosabianca LoVerso said “the 
Italian students, faculty and 
community members are ex- 
tremely distressed and insulted 
by the lack of recognition of our 
program.” LoVerso requested 
that administrative support be 
given to a special major - 
concentration in Italian 

Davis aiso expressed op 
position to the proposed re - 
organization of the university at 
the Save the Women's Studies 
Rally on Wednesday 

“Votes within the language 
department were overwhelm- 
ingly against re - organization, 
and we're not going to stand for 
it,” Davis said. Davis added in 
the meeting with Comstock that 
the proposed merger of the 
deparfments of French/Italian, 
German/Classics/Russian, and 
Spanish/Portuguese into @ 
single Foreign Language 
department will “deteriorate 
any recognition we barely have 
now.”

The sport has been labeled crazy since the early history of the 
game in 1823, acrazy stunt pulled during a soccer match at the Rugby 
School for Boys started the game A young lad, William Webb Ellis 
grew bored of the soccer garne and decided to pick up the ball and run 
with it Astonished. the other boys wanted to get into the spirit and ran 
after Ellis and tackled hirn With a new aame underway, the popularity 
of the new sport grew 

in 1871. rules were set down and four years later the sport was in 
troduced to the United States The US team became so proficient at 
the game that in the 1920 and 1924 Olympn s it won the rugby gold 
medal 

Many times when different games come to America they are 
changed to suit American tastes Rugby is anexample The game was 
slowed down and forward passes introduced Now the revised game is 
an American institution in the guise of football 

Rugby clubs are both a social and sport club After a hard played 
match on a pitch, the opposing team is invited to the party afterward as 
the honored guests Many times the loser on the field wins the party by 
creating a congenial atmosphere of drinking, singing and any other 
forms of merriment Beer is the most common form of quenching 
thirst for a rugger, and the amount consumed makes the mind reel in 
inebreation just thinking about it 

In Sacramento there are three clubs The Sacramento Rugby Foot 
ball Club, the Sacramento Old Boys, and a women's Sacramento 
Rugby Club The season lasts from the beginning of training in 
November to the last tournament in May In summer a game of seven is 
played Foreign clubs on tour in the United States play the club sides 
and this is reciprocated in the next year or so 

The S O B's hosted an Irish club from Dundalk, Ireland, last Tues 
day The regular ciub side lost to the social side of Dundalk 10-4 Inthe 
featured match of the day, a select side from teams in Northern

The most popular area in the United States for rugby is the Bay 
Area There are two different leagues in Northern California, the 
Olympic Shield and the Westminster Cup. The standard of play in the 
two leagues is regarded as some of the best. The Old Biues out of 
Berkeley won the Club Championship twice in as many years. They 
are trying to take a third straight, playing against the Old Blues of New 
York 

Rugby 's a game played with 15 people on each side, lasting 80 
minutes long with a five minute half. It is continuous except for injury

Dues started off the evening with a song called “Love in California.” 
The words were so appropriate: “Let's hold each other close until 
we've gone." 

Cobb followed it up with a poem titled, "What a Man | Was” by 
Sukowsky. His rendition set the audience on fire 

The night was filled with poems and songs that spoke of life, love 
and hate. They were so real. There was no jingle or jangle to them 
There was a certain purity to them, but above all, a constant truth 
Coming from Cobb's lips, that truth and purity was convincing. While 
reading he swelled with confidence, his face full of character At times 
he was a soft - spoken, middie - aged man, then a fiery younger man 
and even a lazy old cowboy. Cobb portrayed all of those through his 
words and expressions, and he did them oh - so - weil 


One of the best poems Cobb did was one he wrote, titled “The 
Fiag.” This was its first public reading, and it was rigntontime Itwasa 
Story of a woman in a diner who was talking to a man. She said, 
“Peopie should be nice to people " But when she saw a black child and 


a white child walk by her diner window holding hands, she said 
“that's disgusting.” In his poem Cobb prociaims “There is only one 
color — blood is red." 

Dues was by no means anything less. His s0ngs were full of laughs 
and heartaches He sang of the movies — “if it hadn't been for that 
colorful screen | guess | wouldn't have turned out to be me.""He sang a 
tribute to divorcees, titled “I Don't Think She Thinks About Me.” A 
s0Nng was dedicated to Larry Chase, another communication studies 
professor, titled “i'm Gonna Talk About You At Group Tonight.” 

Dues’ voice is rich and smooth. He doesn't grope for a note that's 
not there. He uses what he’s got, and he's got a lot 

One of his best moments was when he sang a song dedicated to his 
colleague, Richard Cobb. As a surprise the audience joined in on the 
chorus: “He's my beloved desperado; He's been too long alone in the 
rain, But what | would give for one chance to live - in a world half as 
right as his dreams. ' 

At the start of the show Dues told the audience “you ought to come 
out of here smilin.” Well, | did 

And in the line of his first song he said, “Let's hold each other close 
until we're gone.” We did

The 
use Of what sounds like a larger 
variety of instruments adds dimen- 
sion to “Hard Times” as well as 
back - up singing which plays a 
large role in this song and the rest 
of the album 

With every record § Taylor 
releases, the instrumental quality 
expands to a greater variety of 
levels On Dad, he employs the fre 
quent use of the harmonica and 
saxophone along with the usual ar- 
ray of guitars, drums and 
keyboards Because of this, highly 
energetic songs like “Stand up and 
Fight’ highlight the often obscure 
talents of Taylors marvelous back 
up band However, among these 
new and lively songs, several of 
JT's wonderful ballads are in- 
cluded 

Songs like “Sugar Trade” can 
be compared to “Miliworker "from 


Tayor's previous album, Flag. Both 
tell stories about hard working 
families through several 
generations and their various 
hardships.

Renta ! refunds and deposits snag students

Matt started attending CSUS in the fall of '80, hav- 
ing transferred from Concord. Like thousands of 
other students, he began looking for housing. He 

“was lucky enough to find a house in North Sac- 
LFamento, which he could rent for a reasonable 
>pmount, provided he find a roommate 

Then Matt met Diana and became engaged four 
months into his six - month rental agreement. He 
had not been able to firid a roommate and decided to 
move in with Diana’s family to avoid the cost of keep 
ing the house. That's when his troubles began 

_ The tandiord had walked through the house, 
Geciared it clean, and issued a check for the full 
deposit. He aiso agreed to prorate the rent for the 
_femainder of the month Matt did not live there. Yet, 
three weeks after moving out, Matt had stil! not 
' received his prorated rent. He called his landiord. 

His landiord claimed that the house had to be 
cleaned and that it was necessary to use part of the 

to do it, since he had already returned the 
deposit. The landiord then returned 60 

of the rent that was due and admitted that he 

has been gracious enough to let Matt out of his six - 
month lease. Matt decided the difference was not

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| his is a familiar problem to many of the renters in 
the Sacramento area. Non - refunded deposits, un- 
just evictions and condominium conversion haunt 
prospective renters, many of whom are students 
who need the housing close to school 

The Sacramento Tenant's Association (STA), is 
attempting to provide information and legal aid to 
area renters. The association is a non profit 
Organization working with the community and the 
legislature to promote fair adjustments 

STA has been in existence for one and a haif 
years, Cynthia Cavanaugh is the Sacramento 
representative, and with her help the group rallies 
for low - income housing, fgir landiord - tenant 
relations and the prevention of condo conversion 
(They have been jess successful in this area with the 
county than with the city.) 

“We are not an organized political action group 
with a voice, and we cannot get recognized without 
the people behind us,” Cavanaugh says. STA leaves 
lobbying of the state legislature to the California 
Housing Action Information Network (CHAIN). Like 
other non - profit groups, STA lacks enough 
volunteers to handle its workioad 

CHAIN is currently lobbying the legisiature to 
pass AB 623, a bill sponsored by Assemblyman Tom 
Bates (D - Oak.). The measure would require “just 
cause” for evictions. Currently, a landlord may evict 
for any reason. Assembiywoman Jean Moorhead

Matt's problem was typical of the greatest 
number of complaints STA hears 

‘Most people are confused on how their deposit 
works, how they can get it back and why they didn't 
get it back,” Cynthia explains. STA holds deposit 
counseling seminars every Monday at 7 p.m 
The attendants can get counseling on their renting 
problems and information on how to rent cautiously 
in the future 

Prospective tenants should take a few simple 
precautions when renting a house or apartment 
“Tenant's Rights” (Nolo/Press 1980) is a renters 
guide that outlines ali tenant and landiord rights and 
gives information about deposits, leases, res- 
ponsibilities for the dwelling, and about suing in 
Small Claims Court 

STA firstly recommends that renters read the en- 
tire lease before signing. If there is anything to which 
either party objects, it can be scratched out with the 
dual agreement 

Secondly, prospective renters are advised to 
make sure any of the promises the laridiord makes 
are written down and to know whether they are sign- 
ing @ lease or a written rental agreement. The former 
requires that rent not be raised for the time of the 
lease, and that tenants not be evicted without just 
cause. The latter is just the opposite

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When giving the landiord a deposit, 
should find out what it will be used for and should 


renters 


get a receipt. A security deposit is insurance for 
damage to the dwelling or cleaning expenses and 
must be returned within two weeks of the tenant's 
departure, with an itemized list of cleaning ex- 
penses. “Last month’s rent” payment solely for 
tenant occupation of the agreed upon apartment 
and cannot be used as a cleaning deposit. Another 
detail of which most renters are not aware is that any 
interest gained on the deposit while in the landiord’s 
custody must be given to the renter. The landiord 
cannot keep it 

STA can give counseling assittance should there 
be any problem in getting the deposit back, and it 
often recommends going to Small Claims Court if 
the suit is justified. Small Claims Court, a do - it - 
yourself court for claims under $750, requires only a 
smail filing fee. Next to the County Clerk's office in 
Sacramento is a legal clinic to assist those going to 
Small Claims Court. The clinic, run by the 
McGeorge School of Law, helps at each legal step 
and assists in documenting cases. 

The most important thing to remember, reminds 
the STA, is read and understand with all contractual 
conditions before signing anything and keep all 
documents associated with the rental. Renting is go- 
ing to get worse without well - informed tenants, 
Cynthia reminds
